ed foe of the Nonpartisan League, 
Socialism, 
Bolshevism . and .Free 


Love, spoke to a large and inquisi- 
tive audience at the High school au- 
ditorium last night. 


But he failed to explain why he

William Lanprex-, attorney general 


of North Dakota and recently repu- 
diated candidate for governor there, 
spent over an hour picturing the 
government of that state under Non- 
pr.rtisan rule.

J. M. Jackson, Madison, in days 


Kone by a member of the Board of 
Control in North' Dakota, dwelt at 
some length on what a wonderful 
city Madison is, detailed the prowess 
of a local football team of years 
gene by and attacked the Nonpartis- 
an League and, by inference the re- 
publican state candidates who have 
its endorsement,

Langer'a attack on the Nonparti- 


san .League was based chiefly on his 
assertion that the Socialists are the 
real governing forces back of the 
Leajjue. He detailed to great length 
the former Socialists who are affili- 
ated with the League in important 
capacities and asserted the fight was 
not so much against the League as 
the- representatives of Socialism vrho 
'no says, are its directing influence. 


"When I read in the paper of this 


man Morgan in Wisconsin who had 
the nerve to come, out and fight the 
Nonpartisan League," said Langer, 
I was determined to meet him." He 
ivxplained, however, that a telegram 
from Morgan asking for help in the 
latter's campaign here "beat him to 
it" and put them in touch with each 
other. 
Langer asserted that the Nonpar- 


tisan League is dominated by an ex- 
ecutive commitee composed of Town- 
ic-y, Wood and Lempke and that far- 
mers of this or any other state who 
ioin the League on the theory that 
Dhey are to have a voice in its pro- 
gram are mistaken. 


He asserted that under the by- 


laws of the organization—"a copy or 
/which I have right here with me 
\—the three are empowered to per- 


tuate themselves in office. 
Mr. Langer discussed what ho 


termed the "newspaper grab law," 
and asserted that they had a system 
in North Dakota making opssible 
the naming of an official paper in 
each county. 


H« admitted that condition! of the 


press in the country might form 
some justification for .the naming 
of official papers, but 
denied the 


right of the socialists, as be Callefl 
the Nonpartisan Leaguers, to name 
them. . 
"When I picked op an evening 


paper here tonight and reed some- 
thing about Mr. Morgan, "»aid Lan- 
ger, "it fdt like a breath 
from 


home." 
Bat h« didn't explain 
why Mr. 


Morgan was suspended from 
the 


university in 1905. 
Mr. Langer took occasion to pay 


a • tributo to • the record of United 
States Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, calKng attention to the fact 
that the people of North Dakota bad 
endorsed him for the presidency. 


So warm was lunger's reference 


to "Bob" at this point that many of 
the rock-ribbed stalwarts in th« au- 
dience fidgetted in their seats; evi- 
dently fearing that the North Da- 
fcotan had a twisted view of the po- 
litical lineup in Wisconsin. 


But th«y WOT* noon to be placed 


at ease for Langer told .them that 
Senator Gronna—"who we looked 
upon in North Dakota as the shad- 
ow of Senator La Follette"—was 
defeated by the league because he 
refused to bow to A. C. Townl«y. 


"What we can't understand out 


there," said Langer, "is how Sen- 
ator La Follette can tie up to this 
league knowing that it has knife_d 
his best friend. In Dakota there is 
a growing impression that Bob is 
afraid of the league. J hope it isr1' 
true and up there we hope it isn't 
true that the Mighty have fallen. 
Why, to us in North Dakota, Bob 
La Follette is like Johnson and Bo- 
rah—one of the great leaders." 


In closing the North Dakotan ex- 


pressed himself as disgusted with 
the apparent apathy wifh which this 
state greets 
the charges -hurled 


against the Nonpartisan League. 


Throughout his address, Mr. Lan- 


ger made no reference to the free 
love program there., alleged by Wis- 
consin anti-league campaigners, the 
failure probably being explained _ by 
Langer's assertion, in his opening 
remarks,' that they have a law in 
North Dakota that provides for the 
arrest and imprisonment -of anyone 
who lies about the state 
govern- 


ment. 


W. N. Parker, who presided at the 


meeting, next introJucearCaSSBate; 
Morgan. He referred .to Morgan as 
the man who ought to be hail«3 as 
"doing'so much for-the republican 
party in Wisconsin!" 


But 'Mr. Parker failed to explain 


why Mr. Morgan was suspended 
from the university in 1905. 


Morgan immediately launched in-

statement declining to accept the 
challenge of James Thompson, who 
defied Lenroot to meet him on the 
issues of the campaign. 


The statement by 
Senator 
La 


Follette follows: 


"Mr. Lenroot's letter, 'addressed 


to me, and published in the Milwau- 
kee Sentinel, merits no answer. 


"Certainly its intemperate lan- 


guage shows that he is incapable of 
presenting1 a 'fair" discussion of1 "any* 
1 


subject before an intelligent ntldi-, 
ence at the present time. 


"But for t)he time overlooking the 


violence of his' language, Mr. Len- 
root -points out no inaccuracies in 
my Milwauk-ee speech. Nor can he. 
My statements of fact are fully for- 
tified by the records, 
. "I stated that Lenroot is for put- 
ting the United States in the league 
of nations. The congressional rec- 
ord settles that question. On the 
floor of the senate, Feb. 28, 1919, 
Mr. Lenroot said: "I am not oppos- 
ed to the league of nations. I ap- 
prove the general plan of .the for- 
mation of the league as proposed." 
That is the record and not. a sub- 
ject of debate. 


"I said Lenroot twice voted for 


the league. The record shows that 
he voted to put this country in the 
league Nov. 19, 1919, and again on 
March 19, 1920. No debate can 
change this fact. 
"Not only did Lenroot vote to put

stantine, but as a condition King 
Constantin* must formally abdicate 
and Prince George, older brother of 
Prince Paul, must 
renounce 
his 


rights. 


It a probable that King Constan- 


tine will at first refuse to 
meet 


these conditions, but it is 
under- 


stood' Premier Venizelos will pro- 
duce arguments of some importance. 


Coristantines' financial status is 


well known, and it is thought 
the 


premier will agree to restore the 
former king's suppressed pension, 
if the above terms are accepted. 
' Only in the event of Constantine's 
persistent refusal would there be a 
question of .the establishment of a 
republic, but it is known Premier 
Venizelos believes Greece is not yet 
ripe for that form of government. 


There is' a possibility of offering 


the throne to a foreign prince, but 
the premier is reluctant to take sucli 
a step.

• Prince Charles, the second son of 
King Albert of Belgium, has been 
mentioned as a probable candidate, 
but King .Albert recently made it 
clear that if th« throne should be 
offered the prince, it would be re- 
fused. .

cent guarantee of the Esch-Cummins 
Law, went into effect. - These rates In- 
creased the cost of shipping all commodi- 
ties—to and from markets—35 per cent. 
The increases are so large that the.farmer 
—who must deduct the increase from the 
price paid at,the central market for his 
products—cannot afford to ship his corn, 
cattle, and hogs to market. Moreover, 
the railroads have-failed to provide proper 
transportation facilities, because under 


• the Each-Cummins Law the Commission 
must maintain rates high enough to pay 
them a fat profit, regardless of whether 


they move freight or let the farmers' 
products rot in the fields. As a result of 
these two factors, farm products are pil- 
ing up on the farms and in the elevators 
and tfhe bottom has dropped out of farm 
prices.
